Formal Opening of the New Road Takes
Place Sept. 4th.

At exactly twenty-seve- n minute of

four o'clock, Tuesday afternoon, Augimt
8th, lWfl, tho last spikes, both a golden
and a silver one, were driven and tho
laying of track on tho Allegheny and
Western railway wa completed. Thoro
wan no blare of trumpet, no speech-makin-

a tho blow of tho nledgen
drove Into place the last nplken In one
of the finest constructed roads In tho
country.

The completion of thin road In an im

portant eHich In railroad building. I he
first, eontrnet wan let In March, MH,

for the construction of a tunnel and
twelve mllen of road at tho extreme
pastern end. The contract for tho
balance of the road were let In May of
tho name year. Tho entire work wna

under the direct and exclusive nupervl-nlo- n

of Mr. J. M. Floeseh. Chief Engi
neer, who established his headquarter
at Klttannlng. Had It not been for the
delay In the const ruction of the bridge
thu road would have been completed
and open for traffic July 1st, The
road in sixty mile in lengt h, thirty-fou- r

mllen from Punxsiitawtiey to the Alle
gheny river on tho east nlile, and twen

x miles from the river to llutler
on tho went nlde. The Allegheny river
In spanned by a nunwlve iron bridge,
nlxtfl'-- hundred feet In length. Tho
construction of the roiut bid has at
tracted attention all over tho country
by the rapidity wi'h which the work
wan accomplished. With the excep-
tion of three or four miles tho ballast
ing I completed and fcy tho end of this
week tho henvlost trains can pan over
It with safety lit a blah rate of speed.
It traverse an entirely new country
which I rich In all kinds of mineral.
Tho Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg
Railway Co. will lease It and thu have
a direct continuous route from Buffalo
and Rochester to Pittsburg.
